It  is  also  quite  good  enough  for  moistening  the  sand  or  saw- 
dust used  in  the  spittoons  and  cliamber  vessels,  or  which  is  daily  swept  over  the  lloors 
of  Hospitals,  Almshouses,  Jails,  etc.  This  variety  is  always  of  a  dark  color,  and  more 
tarry  in  consistence  and  odor,  and  contains  20  to  30  per  cent  of  oils  insoluble  in  water. 
It  Is  put  u))  to  order  in  larger  bottles,  In  carboys,  or  in  barrels. 

•3.  This  solution  of  Creasote  or  of  Imptire  Carbolic  Acid,  contains  from  1  to  2  per 
cent  of  the  mixed  phenols  and  is  put  np  in  quart  packing  bottles  for  profuse  popular 
use.  Each  bottle  bears  a  label  with  directions  for  some  of  its  common  uses  as  a  disin- 
fectant, and  for  its  use  in  burns  and  scalds.  It  has  been  largely  used  by  Boaixis  of 
Health,  and  will  be  found  cheap  and  serviceal)le.  Although  often  clear  and  colorless 
when  put  up  it  soon  becomes  of  a  reddish  tinge,  and  losing  its  transparency,  deposits 
a  scanty  reddish  sediment.  Its  value  is  however  not  impaired  by  these  ch.-iniices,  and 
when  filtered  it  is  much  nicer  than  before  the  deposit  occurred.  It  may  be  easily  made 
from  the  Carbolic  Acid  >{o.  1,  or  Coal-var  (Jrcasote  by  shaking  this  well  with  water 
in  the  proportion  of  parts  to  the  100  of  water,  and  tllteriiig  the  solution  through  a 
double  wet  filter. 

4.  This  Concentrated  Solution  of  Phosphoric  Acid  is  found  to  be  more  convenient  for 
many  purposes  than  the  offlclnal  diluted  acid.  It  is  just  five  times  the  sirensjth  of  the 
officinal  acid,  and  is  therefore  to  be  given  in  one-fifth  the  quantity.  To  make  the  offi- 
cinal acid  from  this,  one  pound  is  dilated  with  four  pounds  of  distilled  water. 

.5.  Nitrite  of  Amyl  seems  to  have  outlived  the  period  of  fashionable  novelty,  and  to 
have  proved  really  serviceable  in  a  small  class  of  cases,  such  as  souio  forms  of  asthma, 
angina  pectoris,  syncope,  etc.  It  is  best  administered  by  inhalation  simply  from  a  bot- 
tle, or  from  five  to  ten  drops  from  a  piece  of  lint  or  handkerchief.  It  alniost  instantly 
increases  the  action  of  the  heart,  and  flushes  the  face  by  relaxing  the  coats  of  the  arte- 
rioles, and  in  this  way  almost  instantly  relieves  such  attacks  as  spasmodic  asthma  etc. 
For  transportation  it  is  secured  with  corks.  When  received,  the  cork  should  be  at 
once  taken  out,  and  the  glass  stopper  be  put  in  its  place. 

(i.  This  Stronger  Ether  is  especially  prepared  for  use  as  an  anajsthetic,  with  much 
care  and  pains  ;  and  the  extreme  volatility  which  particularly  adapts  it  to  the  production 
of  antesthesia,  makes  it  very  difficult  to  secure  for  transportation,  and  very  inflammable. 
Glass  stoppers  cannot  be  ground  in  quantity  at  any  reasonablf?  cost,  which  will  secure 
it  against  loss  by  evaporation.  Corks  secure  it  best  while  standing  at  rest  or  durinj;  its 
application,  but  by  the  agitation  of  transportation,  or  by  long  standing,  they  become  so 
shrunken  and  condensed  as  to  admit  a  considerable  loss  at  best,  while  the  bottle  home- 
times  reaches  its  destination  apparently  well  secured,  but  entirely  empty.  I  ieuce  when 
ordered  in  bottles,  either  glass  stoppered  or  corked,  it  must  be  entirely  at  the  risk  of 
the  buyer,  botli  for  leakage  and  breakage.  A  much  better  way  of  putting  up— and  by 
far  the  best  that  has  yet  been  devised— is  in  tin  cans  with  a  stud  or  cap  of  thick  tin 
foil  soldered  over  the  mouth.  The  small  disk  of  tia  foil  is  easily  cut  out  with  a  pen- 
knife when  the  ether  is  wanted  for  use,  and  a  vial  cork  then  secures  it  perfectly  until 
it  is  all  used.  Eacli  can  bears  a  label  with  directions  for  opening  and  securing  it.  The 
quarter  and  half-pound  cans  are  intended  speciiilly  for  physicians'  use,  and  to  save  the 
loss  and  risk  in  dispensing.  Each  can  contains  enough  for  one  or  more  administra- 
tions according  to  tlie  tkill  with  which  it  is  used,  and  they  will  be  found  light,  con- 
venient and  as  safe  as  sucli  inflammable  liquids  can  be.  All  the  express  companies, 
and  many  transportation  lines  refuse  to  carry  parcels  marked  as  containing  ether,  and 
this  soldering  up  in  tin  is  the  only  way  in  which  it  shoidd  ever  he  transported  without 
beins;  marked.  It  will  never  be  sent  in  bottles  except  by  special  order,  and  when 
specially  ordered  in  bottles,  and  the  line  by  which  it  is  ordered  to  be  sent  will  not  re- 
ceive it  when  marked  "  Ether,"  it  will  be  sent  in  tins. 

7.  This  Compound  Extract  of  Cinchona  is  an  efficient  and  valuable  tonic,  useful  in 
those  cases  in  which  the  fluid  preparations  of  the  Cinclionas  are  not  well  borne  on 
account  of  their  bitterness.

Sixty 
grains  of  the  Extract  dissolved  in  two  hundred  and  fllty  minims  of  water,— the  solu- 
tion filtered,  and  madffup  to  three  hundred  minims  by  passing  water  through  the  filter 
to  wash  it  and  the  residue  upon  it, — makes  a  solution  which  represents  Ergot  in  the 
proportion  of  minim  for  grain,  and  is  of  the  same  strength  as  the  Fluid  Extract  of 
Ergot,  l)ut  is  free  fronj  Alcohol  or  other  irritant  substance.  This  solution  is  as  well 
adapted  to  the  hypodermic  use  of  Ergot  as  any  that  can:  be  made,  and  is  more  trust- 

■  worthy  than  the  solutions  of  the  so-called  "  Ergotin." 

The  medicinal  applications  of  Ergot  have  been  much  extended  of  late  years  through 
the  researches  of  Browu-Sequard,  Langeubcck,  Ilildebrandt  and  others,  and  it  is  now 
administered  to  a  new  class  of  cases  in  much  larger  quantities  and  often  for  weeks  and 
months  together.  While  no  preparation  can  better  represent  the  drug  than  a  well 
made  fluid  extract,  yet  by  prolonged  use  this  becomes  very  nauseous, -^and  sometimes 
so  nauseous  that  it  is  desirable  to  have  a  solid  extract  which  can  be  given  in  pill. 
Then,  to  relieve  the  stomach  entirely  for  a  time  at  least,  it  also  becomes  desirable  to 
use  the  remedy  hypodermically~or  topically  by  a  pledget  applied  to  the  os  uteri  in  the 
treatment  of  fibroid  tumors.  To  accommodate  the  remedy  to  these  various  circum- 
stances, this  solid  extract,  sometimes  called  the  Aqueous  Extract  of  Ergot,  is  oft'ered.

31.  This  Compound  Tincture  of  Cinchona,  or  Huxham's  Tincture,  differs  from  the 
officinal  tincture  of  the  V.  S.  P.  of  1S70,  in  containing  Saffron  in  the  proportion  direc- 
ted l)y  the  U.  S.  P.  of  1860. 

3.2.  Compound  Tinet  ire  of  Ipecacuanha,  or  a  fluid  form  of "  Dover's  Powder,"  Some 
years  ago  it  wa->   ■       ■      iiat  a  mixture  of  Compoin        '  '  niiiin,— or  of 

Deodorized  '1  inr!  i,  with  Fuid  Extract  of  I  tr  otiicinal 

proportions  wouli.  :!  and  convenient  substi I  iii  ind  i'owder 

of  Ipecacuanha  or  Dover's  Powder.  This  suggestion  has  been  successf.iily  adopted  by 
some  physicians,  and  now  that  most  physicians  carry  pocket  cases  of  medicines  for  im- 
mediate use  at  the  bedside,  it  is  believed  that  such  a  preparation  is  needed.  It  is  pre- 
pared by  concentrating  the  Deodorized  Tincture  of  Opium  on  a  water  bath,  replacing 
the  proportion  of  Aleoliol  lost,  and  mixing  with  this  the  Fluid  Extract  of  Ipecacuan- 
ha in  such  proportion  thatcach  ten  minims  of  the  mixture  represents  one  grain  of  Opi- 
um and  one  grain  of  Ipecacuanha;  or,  so  that  the  mixture  represents  Dover's  Powder 
in  the  proportion  of  minim  for  grain. 

33.  This  is  the  officinal  Deodorized  Tincture  of  Opium,  but  it  is  now  depurated  and 
made  of  uniform  known  stnsngth  by  ictnal  assay.  It  is  prepared  by  the  same  process 
and  is  of  the  same  opium  or  morphia  strength  as  the  Compound  Solution  of  Opium  (see 
note  22i,  and  may  be  substituted  for  that  prei)aration  when  the  Chloro  orm  or  Acetic 
Ether  are  either  or  both  objectionable  ;  or,  by  the  addition  of  Compound  Spirit  of  Etl'.er 
may  be  made  to  resemble  the  old  Compound  Solution  of  Op'um.  It  is  simply  a  de- 
odo'  ized  and  depurated  solntion  of  opium,  containing  the  ofHcinal  proportion  of  alco- 
hol, and  is  cousi.iered  to  be  a  material  improvement  upon  the  oflicinal  formula. 

34.  All  the  so-called  Kelort  Stands,  which  are  easily  accessible  are  flimsy,  unsubstan- 
tial, aud  much  too  light  for  Pharmaceutical  uses.  'Therefore,  one  has  been  contrived 
which  remedies  thcf  e  defects,  and  is  much  more  generally  applicable  to  the  processes 
of  the  chemist  and  pharmacist.  As  th((  upright  suiiporting  rod  is  near  the  middle  of 
the  stmd  it  can  be  used  for  two  or  more  jiroc  sses  at  the  same  time.  Each  ring  may 
be  adjusted  to  SH])j)ort  any  vessel  of  ordinary  size. 

35.  This  Unrctte  Stand  is  convenient  for  holding  a  full  set  of  Molir's  Burettes  and 
Pipettes,  always  ready  for  use. 

36.  This  Condenser  is  a  modification  of  that  of  Liebig,  Which  has  now  been  used  for 
some  years.  It  is  held  upright  in  any  proper  stand,  and  takes  up  much  less  room  for 
a  given  capacity  than  LieV/ig's.  It  is  entirely  of  rubber,  metal  and  glass,  and  the  parts 
when  broken  are  easily  re-supplied.  It  has  the  capacity  of  condensing  about  a  pint 
of  water  per  hour. 

37.  In  the  Proceedings  of  the  Amer.  Pharm.  As.so.  for  1872,  p.  182,  will  be  found  a 
description  of  a  new  form  of  glass  percolator.  This  percolator  has  attracted  some  at- 
tention, but  has  heen  supplied  in  a  very  imperfect  condition  by  the  apparatus  dealers. 
It  is  thcicrore  offered  here  for  any  who  may  choose  to  try  it.  When  packed,  the  box 
and  packing  will  l>e  ebarged  at  50  cents. 

38.  In  the  transaction  of  the  Mod.  Soc.  of  the  State  of  New  York,  page  211,  and  in 
the  New  York  Medical  Journal  for  April,  1871,  an  apparatus  for  administering  Ether 
for  anaisthetic  purposes  is  dc-crihcd.  This  appaiatiis  is  used  to  some  extent,  and  is 
not  well  made  by  the  appaf-atus  dealers.  It  is  therefore  offered  here  in  a  nickel  pUted 
tin  case,  each  case  containing  with  the  apparatus  a  quarier  pound  tin  can  of  ether. 

■30.  This  is  a  useful  and  convenient  modification  of  Unnsen's  Piuchco  'k  for  control- 
ling the  diechaige  of  licfiiids  through  India  rn  her  tiU  es.  It  is  of  lackered  hrass  and 
has  hut  one  milled  head  screw,  by  the  use  of  which  the  flow  can  e  stopped  entirely, 
or  be  set  to  run  at  any  de-ire  l  rate  from  slow  di  oppiug  to  the  full  capacity  of  the  tube. 
Three  sizes  are  offered,  the  two  smaller  heing  most  generally  lucful. 

40.  In  the  progress  of  therapeutic  knowledL■e,phy^icia^s  generally,. even  inlarge  cities 
are  hcErinning  to  acknowie  Ige  the  advai  tages  nd  saving  of  time  in  the  tieatuicnt  of 
acute  condition-  or  stage-  of  disease,  hy  having  the  mcai  s  to  carry  and  ( ispense  a  few 
of  their  active  medicines,  which  are  needcfi  at  the  i-cdside  and  in  cmeiveiicies  ;  and  the 
pocket  cases  forn.ediclnesaccessi'  leto  them  seemed  capa  leof  impiovenieiit.  There- 
lore,  a  case  is  here  offered,  continuing  a  minim  pijjette  and  a  sheet  of  lat  cls,  which, 
il  is  hoped,  may  '  e  an  improvement.  Minim  Pipettes  have  proved  to  I  e  very  conve- 
nient, not  only  for  the  pharlna'•i^t  and  physician  ni  dii-pensing,  1  iit  also  for  '  edside 
use  in  dosing  medicines  un  cr  the  physician's  fiii  eetion.  Hence  they  are  sold  1  y'phar- 
macists  to  families,  and  are  offered  h.erc  of  four  ditleicnt  sizes  hy  the  dozen  or  single 
pil)ctre  '1  he  one  tinidrachni,  or  (>0  minim  pi])ette  will  l.e  found  convenient  for  dis- 
pcnsina:  from  ordinary  tincture  hottles. 

41.  Roi,i,KR  Pandages  —  In  the  proi'ress  of  the  medi<  al  art,  it  is  no  longer  unimpor- 
tant as  to  the  m.itc^ial.  size  and  eoi  riitiou  of  the  hant'a'-'cs  vith  which  wounds,  inju- ' 
ries  aud  ulcers  are  trcate  1 :  anil  the  physician  or  siir  eon  cannot  always  command  the 
thing  I  est  a  taptcd  to  his  purpose  without  much  waste  of  matciial  and  time.  'I  he  ex- 
perience o'  the  late  war  pretty  definitely  determined  the  jin  per  mi  terial  for  Poller 
IbindaL'e-,  the  ncces.-ary  asi-ortment  of  sizes  lor  common  uses,  and  the  projiortion  in 
which  the  various  size.-f  are  rcqu  red,  and  the  following  assortment  may  perhaps  be 
accepted  as  the  result  of  this  experience :

tions, to  keep  their  stock  comjiletc  lice  rom  the  losfof  loses.  The  sujiph  in  I  ox 
No.  3  contains  over  40  yards  of  muslin  :  an'  the  time,  lal  or  and  cxjH'nse  of  putting 
up,  are  a  out  ecpial  in  cost  to  the  muslin  used,  and  as  these  arc  not  always  acces-il  le 
in  time  ol  emergency,  it  is  consideied  wortli  while  to  ofler  such  Bandages  as  one  of 
the  regular  mcciical  supplies  of  ti  i  -  'i  - 1 .
